And I have a partner also, his name is (Donald Larson), 
and he lives in Kelly Lake, Minnesota - 'til this stuff came down on us, 
together. 


I'm, uh, well, 1 got mucho health problems. I got C5 and an L5 vertebrae that 
are fractured. I've got tumors running throughout my whole body. 1 have -1 
had a strangulation hernia, and since then I've had problems with going to the 
bathroom. I had to take mucho laxatives and so on and so forth for, uh, to 
take care of my necessary things that need to be taken care of. Uh, (Don) and 
I have had our lives threatened. 


We've been told that we have got a contract on our heads. (Don) is now out of 
the institution, uh, out of the correctional facilities altogether and, uh, people 
are - from up north are looking for him. And they - the word is out that if we - 
that if 1 get out, they're gonna be hunting me down too. I was coerced and 
threatened while going through the court systems by the prosecuting attorney. 
He said that when - once he got me sentenced, my land was gonna be his land, 
and a month prior to this I... 


...chased some Satan worshippers off my land, and he said the same thing 
while he was running. And then this stuff came down on us. My partner's 
hou-1 was arrested on April 19th, my partner’s house was torched on April 
9th, out in Kelly Lake. Uh, and he lost everything he owned through that fire, 
over $102,000 worth. I just got notification, which was not something that 
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90 


was said in court. Uh, they’re trying to - trying to tell me that I owe them 
$1100 in, uh, fines and restitution yet, and there was nothing said in court. 


The institution here has taken $110 out of my account over a year and a halfs 
time to, uh, pay a part of that fund. Then they stopped doing it. I - I'm on 
eight different types of medications right now. I've got mucho paperwork 
pertaining to our - our case here. (Don)’s kids were taken away from him on 
bogus charges. My kids disappeared. 


March 8th of'92, my - my house was torched. I got a newspaper clipping on 
that. And I also ha- plus all the stuff that was stolen off of my property. I've 
got a list of people that I got as probable suspects of - for grand - for grand 
theft, three counts of arson, grand theft auto, use of stolen cellular phone. I 
don't know what law that would fall under, but it was bogus use. Forgery of 
checks, fraud of checks, forgery of letters, and none of this has been ever... 


...investigated by the cops. We've, uh, given - we've given lists of probable 
suspects on this stuff to the cops, and they - they told my folks that there's 
nothing they can do about it, 'cause they didn't catch them in the act, which is 
a bunch of baloney. My partner, he was sentenced three different times on the 
same charges. First time he was charged with two one-year sentences, back to 
back, and sent to NERCC, which is Northeast Regional Correctional Center. 


That was from December 15th to September 20th. October 15th he was sent 
down here with a two-year sentence, and he spent 16 months. We tried to 
warn the State and also these people that St. Louis County had a contract out 
for us, and they did not want us back up in that area, but yet they sent (Don) 
back up to the Work Release Unit up there - he was up there for 35 days, and 
they sent - they took him back to court and sent him back to the correctional 
facility at Lino Lakes. He spent nine months there, and he was released on 
discharge on January 26th of this year. And this is all in a two-year sentence. 


I was coerced and threatened to sign a plea bargain. I signed the plea bargain 
on a - under duress, because I was being threatened. The judge and the 
prosecuting attorney had got - got real irate with me and jacked - jacked the 
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sentence up. I was -1 was taken back to court six different times in a five- 
month period. The last time that they kept me back, they - they hauled me 
into the judge's chambers, and told me that they were giving me 129 months. 
The judge wasn't in his black uniform or... 


...black robe, so he wasn't officially a judge, as far as I’m concerned. Uh, the 
prosecuting attorney was running off at the mouth, threatening that that land 
was gonna be his land. I made a quick deed change into my folks’ name. The 
County has it - has the land in my folks' name. The City of Hibbing will not 
take it out of my name. They refuse to even cooperate with my folks at all. 
My house has been torched, and within the last year the garage has been 
torched, and the folks can't get nothing done. Nobody will look at it. The 
taxes up there have jumped from... 


.. .$78 a year to $580 a year within three years. When my brothers went up 
there deer hunting this year, two guys met them on the land and told them that 
they had to leave - these guys had shotguns. Whether they would use them or 
not, I don't know, but it happened. My one brother told them that they were 
trespassing, 'cause it was our dad's land. It's a scary situation. And a lot of 
this stuff all started out when (Don) and I ran across... 


...some Satan worshippers that were using kids for their dirty deeds. In 
March, (Don) and I and the boys, my boys, heard some noises coming from 
the back 20, which is the side the house was on, and there's a river down there, 
So I told (Don), I says, "Let's you and I take the four-wheeler, go down there 
and see what's going on." We went down there. There was at least 15, 20, 
maybe more people down there, and when I ran through the bunch of them... 


...there was a makeshift altar just on the edge of the riverbank, with a bare 
naked 11, 12-year-old boy laying there, that they were gonna sacrifice.

I told him that 1 would not remove that 
statement off of the bottom of that. Then when 1 got my court papers here, 
they say that I owe them $1210 in court fees, court costs, so on and so forth. 
St. Louis County Court has had the institution take $110 of my money. 1 
wrote them and I told them that I refuse to make any more payments, and I 
will fight to get the 110 bucks back, 'cause they did not state... 


.. .that in court. That stuff was added on after the court hearing. Since I've 
been locked up, my house has been torched, all my outbuildings have been 
torn down, everything I own has been stolen, except for the few things that my 
folks were able to salvage, before the house got torched. And within the last 
year, my brothers went up there deer hunting. My brother has been shot at. 
Two guys claiming to be cops held my brothers off at gun- at gunpoint, told 
them that they were not allowed on the property. It's just been an ongoing... 


...thing. And since I've been down here in prison, we have gotten forged 
letters from up north. I got four different handwritings with one name written 
on them. They've gotten hand - they've gotten letters up there saying that we 
were gonna do this, and we were gonna do that, and it would supposedly be 
signed by (Don) and I. Well, the cops called the institution, had the institution 
inter-intervene on the charges. Well, they got us with conspiracy to commit 
extortion.

Some - some 
people never get FBI involvement when their child is kidnapped, and we’ve 
had them for a very long time, but they - they told me they’re still involved. 
They - they lied - somebody’s lying, but - so 1 guess I’m real concerned, you 
know, you put together... 


...a bunch of stuff, but whether or not it’s true or factual really concerns me a 
great deal, ‘cause for us, it’s not a novel. If you’re using us, I’m - I’m real 
concerned that things be...

Jo, I’m calling on your love for your son, to be in the same position it was 
when I was seeing Mike, a year and a half ago. I recognized at that time that 
this problem was going to get worse. Remember we talked about an esteem 
problem? The fact is, Jo, that you’re dealing with the wrong problem. I knew 
what the problem was at that time even, and did not know if you were part of 
it. Now, when I first made that decision, you weren’t part of it, but you have 
become part of the problem. 


Um, huh. You can’t really solve a problem by fixing symptoms, can you? It’d 
be like, uh, a person with a brain tumor would have headaches. You could 
give him an aspirin, it might take care of the headache for a little while, but 
it’ll keep coming back, won’t it? The only way to get rid of the problem for 
him would be to remove the tumor, right? Well, you’re basically doing the 
same thing concerning Mike. You’re treating the symptoms of the problem, 
and his symptoms is his mis-behavior. That is what you’re treating. You treat 
the problem, you won’t have the symptoms anymore. It’s motive, Jo, the 
reason that he’s... 


...doing these things. Let me give you some of the other symptoms. Um, yeah, 
all right, we’ll just start into it, I guess. He would have pretended to be sick. 
He would have gotten in fights, tried to hurt himself physically. He wouldn’t 
care if he does get hurt, and he would try and prove that he can take as much 
pain as he - as, uh, anyone can dish out. He would become overly daring, uh, 
risk taking. Yeah. He would start smoking. His grades would fail. 


Well, maybe not completely. He would get into alcohol, drugs, theft, and he’d 
get into something a lot more dangerous than that, which is - which is what 
I’m concerned about right now. I’ve noticed now for a while that, uh - well, 
anyway, there’s a couple pieces of evidence that, um, Mike may be doing 
something right now that’s fatal. I need for that kid to be okay, Jo. It was 
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always my belief that you loved that kid and were trying to do your best for 
him. 


But the symptoms I just described, Jo, each one of those symptoms will 
continue to get worse; the hurting himself physically, the need to be punished, 
the, uh, alcohol, drugs. He’ll get into sex - in fact, I know he’s already been 
into it, 1 could tell from his eyes. Urn, drugs, stealing, and he’ll get even - into 
even worse shit than that. They’re all symptoms of a problem that I recognize 
in kids, and yes, his esteem is just a symptom, Jo. Mike’s problem is rejection, 
Jo. 


And, uh, you became part of that problem when you expelled him from your 
home too. Originally, the problem was manifested around his dad. I first 
noticed it when he became jealous of his stepbrother, half-brother, whatever 
the hell that kid is that’s living over there with his dad. But Mike wanted to 
spend time with his dad alone, didn’t want that kid around, and then it was his 
sister, related to his dad, and then I saw Mike clinging to objects that - well, at 
least one that his dad gave him. And 1 talked to Mike about this. And, uh, I 
told him that he didn’t spend - or, uh, Mike told me that he didn’t spend an 
awful lot of time with his dad, quality time, Jo, not time - quality time. 


Then I found out that Mike has actually came to you and described the 
problem to you, in words, “Mom, this is the problem,” and he got excuses, Jo. 
He got excuses. He said, “Mom, I want my dad to love me, I want him to 
spend time with me.” “Oh, he’s sick, (Mikey).” That don’t cut it, Jo. His 
father expelled him twice. That is rejection, Jo, and that is not a form of 
punishment. Rejection by a parent is never a form of punishment, all right. 
Mike will seek to regain that condition... 


...that his father destroyed, and the condition that his father destroyed was 
unconditional love. Your husband has been hurting your son the same way 
that he rejected you - I’m sorry 1 have to do this, Jo. You told me your 
husband was sleeping with other women, and then divorced you while you 
were pregnant. Now, uh, 1 guess 1 can only imagine what kind of pain that had 
to make you feel like, but imagine a little boy, or a little girl, to be put away, 
put aside, you know, “You will do this, you will do that,” treated as an object. 
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The truth, Jo, is that Mike is looking to be accepted by his dad, and then you 
went and did it too, which is why, if you remember, when you expelled him, 
that I became very irate at you. That is why. And if you remember that 1 told 
Mike that 1 would never leave him except by his will, that is why 1 put that in 
place. 1 told Mike I will never abandon him except by his own will. 1 put that 
in place because I knew he’d been rejected by his father, and then later by 
you. My hope was that as long as Mike would have... 


...somebody who believes in him, who has never failed that condition, that he 
would hang on for that person. But your husband insists that I am some kind 
of person who would want to use Michael’s physical presence for my own 
benefit. I don’t know, I - you need to deal with the right problem, Jo. I told 
you before that you have to accept the fault, and ask Mike’s forgiveness for 
expelling him, because what you did was reject him. You have caused him 
pain, okay. 


The same kind of pain that his dad caused him. You remember - in fact, if you 
still have the pictures of him -1 came over there - uh, 1 came down to St. (Jo) 
when I found out he’d been expelled. And I set it up to see Mike, and of 
course when I seen him, he had a black eye, and he got the black eye how, Jo? 
By getting himself into a fight. I also know that he got smashed. There again, 
trying to deal with the pain of being rejected, Jo. As flat and as blunt and as 
coarse as 1 can put it, you and your husband have rejected your son, and you 
are the cause of his misbehavior... 


...and the cure for that, Jo, is one of three things. You can either accept the 
blame and go to Mike and tell him that you screwed up, and ask him to 
forgive you, and recognize that you are not infallible, just a mother. But you 
love him, and that his sense of well being, your love for him, his love for you, 
is infinitely more important than you being seen as being correct by using 
expulsion... 


...as a method of punishment. Then you must go and pull your husband’s head 
out of his ass, and make him deal with it too. That way you get to see the kid 
that you saw down in Mexico, that kid that 1 kept describing to you, that 
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bright-eyed, full of the dickens, can do anything, neat kid, the way he always 
was with me. And 1 won’t seem so strange anymore when 1 describe him as 
really awesome, will 1? Anyway, that’s the first way you can do it. The second 
way, if that is not done - and it hasn’t been done, has it, Jo? That Michael will 
hang onto something or somebody... 


...recognize that he is a decent person, realize that the things he’s done trying 
to recover his parents’ love, does not make him a bad person. And he will 
bottom out someplace and when he does, and he’s just now entering his 
independence stage, he is going to reject his father. And no matter how much 
you love him, he’s gonna reject you too, if not because that you rejected him, 
then because you permitted this hurt to come on him from his father. And you 
knew about it because he came right out and told you... 


...and got excuses. 1 don’t know. I would assume that’s important to you, Jo. 
Urn, I don’t claim to know an awful lot about motherhood, but, uh, 1 would 
expect that having your son love you for the rest of your life is something that 
you would like. And I’m saying that if it isn’t corrected, that what you’re 
going to get is disrespect, and finally disavowing. You will be called names. 1 
do not think that Mike would ever become physically harmful to you. Urn, 
part of his character, if you will... 


...but he’ll become disrespectful, move out. If it’s early enough he’ll run away. 
The third thing is that he won’t have anybody to hang onto, or he won’t find 
the goodness in himself, and he’ll continue the things that he does to continue 
to try and recapture this. He’ll become worse and worse until he loses focus of 
why he started, and then he’s gonna become just a turd. He’ll do things 
because they’re fun. He likes to run around and steal shit, or maybe he’ll start, 
you know, doing even worse things. Maybe he’ll be a junkie, or start selling 
dope. 


It does, has, and - talk to a child psychologist. I know you don’t believe a 
whole lot of what I say, but (unintelligible) the leading causes of suicide, Jo - 
and no, I don’t think Mike is suicidal, but I really haven’t spent a lot of time 
with him in the last two years, have I? I told you two in the cafe, that there is 
no power that either one of you can bring against me to break my promise to 
Mike. Only if he says so, or I remove it. Mike said so on the phone, but your 
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husband told me... 


...in the cafe, that he was going to make Mike say that. Now actually his 
words said exactly the opposite. But his body language told me that is exactly 
what’s gonna happen, is he’s going to go home and tell Mike that that’s 
what’s going to occur because that is his will. And 1 later found out that that’s 
exactly what did happen. 1 did not remove that promise to Mike, on faith of 
what 1 recognized in your husband’s body language, and when I found out that 
it was true, I’m glad I did not. This ain’t about me. 


It’s about your son, Jo. I think if you sit down and rethink what I just said 
about the symptoms and the problem, you look at all the symptoms that that 
problem causes, and it will focus right back on your husband, and you too. I 
told you a lot of things about your son, and now you think I’m full of shit. I 
told you he was brilliant. I told you all these things before I proved it too, 
didn’t I? I told you that he was a very intelligent kid. Intelligence has nothing 
to do with the amount... 


...of information that you know, Jo, it’s how you put it together. But, uh, to 
prove it to Mike, I wanted to see him and his grades, and, uh, we did that, 
didn’t we? I told you he was coordinated. The things I took him - the places I 
took him, the things we did, he proved that too. I saw in his eyes he was a 
loving person, and I witnessed him do things that show that that is true. And 
I’m also telling you that he is a self-correcting person. That if somebody puts 
trust and faith into him, that he will do the right thing because it is what he 
wants to do, and he proved that to me over and over. 


I’m saying, Jo, that the battle is not lost. But you’re standing, looking over the 
edge, and unless you do something and do it really soon...well, you should 
either have another child or - or find somebody else to love you. Kind of a sad 
ending, isn’t it? Now you think what you want about me, Jo. That should 
make your day too. I like you. Isn’t that stupid? I mean I trusted you and you 
slapped me in the face... 
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...with it. I like you, Jo, because I empathize with the pain of dealing with 
something. And yes, I seen in your eyes how much you love that kid. I 
showed you a picture one time; in fact, one of the ones just before 1 had them 
blow it up - that one I blowed up for Christmas that 1 made for you that one 
time? 1 showed you that one picture and you just melted into a little pile, 
started cooing like a pigeon. I could have just hugged you right there. 


I’m glad you have somebody that cares that much about him, Jo, and then 
counting on that being the driving force to get Mike what he needs. And what 
he needs is to have this problem corrected for him before it becomes too late. 
He’s fun to be with, isn’t he? (Matt) told me that Mike was on a jet ski down 
in Mexico, and my imagination is strong enough to actually visualize Mike’s 
face, ‘cause I seen it enough times when we were out doing things, that... 


...wide open awesome smile he has, it’s just - his mouth keeps getting wider 
and wider the more excited he gets. His eyes just shine. I think you would 
have seen that too. If you did, then describing him as awesome or really a 
beautiful person, looking only at the eyes would make sense to you now, 
wouldn’t it? I’m sorry you have to go through this with this arrest with Mike. I 
could have -1 should have wrote it down and told you to open it in a year. 


Totally predictable, Jo. And so is the future if you don't fix it. All 1 ever 
wanted was for that kid to be okay. Well, not totally true. When I started 
spending time with Mike - Jo, I’m telling you that he is the most awesome 
little flirt 1 have ever met in my entire life. 


The admiration that I put out for him is real, Jo. And I do love him. And it has 
nothing to do with what your husband thinks, all right. That is stupid. I’m 
asking you to put aside this learning for awhile, and think about something 
different. I’ll give you an example from the Bible, all right. God said that it 
was a sin that man should bite into the apple of the tree of knowledge. Wonder 
why that is, Jo? You ever give that a thought? 


Perhaps that the more man learns, the more self-reliant he becomes? The more 
trusting in his own judgment to use decisions when he was already told what 
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to do? When use other people’s opinions to make judgments for yourself? 
When you already know what is the correct thing, what is right and what is 
wrong, and still do the opposite, because that is what is learned? That’s part of 
that theory of relativity that your husband laughed at, where all things are 
relative to God. No, Jo. 


What I wanted from Mike, Mike was already giving me, and I already told 
you that, didn’t I? Affection, Jo. Attention, Jo. Your husband and evidently 
you, place a greater value on sexual pleasure than on spiritual per-pleasure or 
affection, and yet isn’t that what you’re seeking? I’ll tell you what I tell kids. I 
said God created everything that there is; the universe, light, time even. And 
He controls everything... 


...that was ever made, except for one thing. He gave man free will, didn't he? 
And He asked us for one thing, didn’t he, Jo? He asked us to love Him. The 
fact that that’s God - something that God wants, the only thing that God 
wants, makes it the most valuable thing that exists; isn’t that correct? Or do 
you think God wants your body, Jo? So what would I want from Mike? What 
would be the ultimate gift that Mike could give me? For him to love me, 
right? Hard to figure, ain’t it? 


Funny, kids already have that figured out, Jo. How come adults forget all that 
stuff? There are times I wish 1 could just mind meld with you. I want you to 
see your son the way 1 see him. See, because I haven’t seen any of the bad. 
You look at it as bad, I look at it as a child trying to solve a problem, using 
whatever method he can find. I do not see bad in what Mike did. Because of 
his motive, makes it correct, Jo. 


1 look at Mike, I see this wide, bright-eyed, wild face, effervescent 
personality, eager to go do things, to learn anything in instants. The most 
powerful love you’ll ever have lives right in your house with you, Jo. And the 
only thing he’s ever asked from you is to love him, unconditionally. And you 
broke that bond, and he’s trying to get it back. Deal with that, and you’ll have 
what you’ve been looking for. 
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Before you go and take this tape to your husband, why don’t you take it to the 
child psychologist? Somebody that isn’t involved in your family that can look 
at it with a - a predisposed opinion of what’s right and what’s wrong. I call the 
method hurt equals love, okay, the method Mike is using to try and recapture 
your attention. If he hears the tape, he’ll understand what I’m talking about. 
They try to hurt themselves to get you to come pay attention to them. Just look 
into it... 


...if you don’t believe me. I care about that kid, Jo. I care about every kid I run 
across, I can’t help it. Some kid comes up to me with a problem, I help him, 
all right. Once in awhile I - I want something back from the kid. And what I 
want from them is for them to like me. I guess that makes me really strange, 
don’t it? What is the worst possible outcome of the times that I took and spent 
with Mike? The least valuable occurrence, was at the time that he was with 
me, he wasn’t... 


...out doing something destructive, was he? Nah, now I’m talking for myself 
instead of Mike, I’m sorry. He needs your attention, Jo. He needs you to 
believe in him first, above and before anyone else. Only if you can defeat 
everything with facts that are obvious, should you not believe him before 
anybody else, especially over his father. You’re the most powerful person in 
the entire world to your son. You did not fight back for yourself, but you 
would fight for him, wouldn’t you? 


I saw you in the cafe, Jo. You’d have tore either one of us a new asshole, 
okay. You wouldn’t do that for yourself. I’m saying that you need - you need 
to realize how precious Mike is. And I don’t mean just Mike is this precious, 
no, I mean each parent’s children are that way, right. Mine too. Please deal 
with it, Jo. He’s really a neat kid. I’d absolutely hate it... 


...if he turned out to be some piece of shit - or worse. You know, things have 
gotten so bad that for awhile 1 had considered going to the Stearns County 
Social Services Office, and file a child abuse complaint against both you and 
your husband, and while they were investigating it, Mike would have been 
removed from your home and put into foster care. 
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I thought about doing that because it didn’t seem like - no matter what kind of 
proof or what kind of information that you’re given, it somehow gets turned 
around to believe that all I’m in this for is just to raise hell with you two. 
That’s kind of a pointless situation for me, isn’t it? I mean what am I supposed 
to be getting out of raising hell with you and your husband? Is there some 
value to that with me or what? I want that kid to realize that he is a decent 
person, and self correct, the way he always did around me. 


I have always believed that’s what you want too. Yet 1 end up having to fight 
you for it? And there’s nothing for me to gain, is there, Jo? Wrong. Knowing 
that kid is okay. But you see, doing that increases the control and the amount 
of damage that your husband will bring to Mike - maybe you too. So it 
became a self defeating thing. Couldn’t do that, could 1? 


That’s the same reason why I did not sue your husband. I mean he’s left 
himself wide open in so many places, Jo, it wouldn’t take much, okay. That’s 
harmful to Mike, isn’t it? See, I believe your husband thinks he has his hands 
tied, with all his intelligence and all his running around and complaining to 
these people and those people, and I made allegiance to Mike. I gave him 
something from me... 


...and all these other people and all the laws don’t mean nothing, because I 
told you I subordinated my will to Mike, which means he’s in control of it, 
doesn’t it? So as long as Mike’s in control of it, I cannot make an error by 
Mike, can I? And therefore I have not sinned, have I? You s- and it is the 
allegiance to Mike, that I care about that kid, that stopped me from suing your 
husband. Not all this other BS, okay. 


Other side of the tape is almost done, there’s no sense adding anymore. The 
problem, Jo, is rejection. The symptoms are what you’ve been treating, 
misbehavior. Deal with the real problem, and you’ll see the real (Mikey), that 
awesome little grunt that I was describing. I’d offer to talk to you, if that’s 
what you want. I don’t think that’s what you want, but I’ll put it there anyway. 
You want to talk to me, Mike knows how to get ahold of me, okay. All I really 
care about is that kid don’t ruin... 
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...anymore of himself than he already has. I’d like to see that kid that 1 met be 
the adult, and not what appears to be Mike right now be the adult, okay. 1 care 
about him, Jo. It isn’t really that hard to figure out. Please deal with this. 


(Unintelligible), I’m undressing. 


You happen to get on this side of the tape, it’s the wrong side of the tape, but 
I’ll leave you something here too. Jo, 1 told you you were being controlled by 
your husband. He’s had what, 20 some years of psychological training. 
Successfully rejected you, got remarried, successfully reaches into your 
family, has you do what he wants to do - that’s my opinion. Opinion only, 
okay. 


And he keeps fortifying that point of view of his about what my desires are - 
now how he ever reached that by what 1 did, uh, 1 haven’t figured out, but I 
heard the other day that you figure I got kicked out of the Foundation. Well, 
call . That’s Jerry Wetterling’s number. Ask him. I did. I, uh, 1 

stopped one time about three, four weeks ago and I said, “Jerry, I heard I got 
kicked out of the Foundation. Is that right?” He back steps up a little bit and 
he says, “Uh, uh, well”... 


...you know, kind of dumbfounded or whatever. I said no, 1 told him it was 
leaking out of the Foundation because the way 1 heard it was that that was the 
case. And, uh, well, I don’t know but I told him, I said, “If it’s leaking out of 
there - “ that gal we got working down there is a real ding-dong, all right. But 
Wetterlings don’t know anything about it. Why ain’t 1 working there anymore 
is what you’re getting at, right? Two years ago, Jo, the focus of the 
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Foundation changed. That was why the big shakeup last spring. When Mike 
was down there, we were actively looking for Jacob Wetterling. 


The government stepped in and made regulations about - we can’t do it just 
for one kid. So 1 branched out and got into other children too. 1 spent a couple 
thousand dollars of my own money, and I’ve flown down to Missouri to meet 
a guy named (Dan Stigler). We set a group up for a boy that’d been missing 
for eight months down there. He didn’t have a dime in donations, never got in 
the newspaper, nothing. And in a week we set up a support group, had 50,000 
flyers, had $5000 in donations. Got press coverage. 


Got statewide media coverage, all three channels, all three major networks, 
and got his mother on national TV in a week, Jo. We also got involved - (Dan) 
and 1 got involved with a kid out in California. He was 14,1 guess. (Dan) 
stopped by the house. At that time I didn’t have any money, so 1 tried to 
coordinate things from the Foundation, and we used Foundation funds and 
made a flyer, got things rolling for him. Did the same thing basically for him 
we did for (Arlen - Arlen Anderson). The day that his picture showed on TV, 
the very first day that his picture showed on TV, that boy was recovered, Jo. 


I seen him one summer. In fact, I was at his house three times. He’s 17 now. 
Big, strappy kid. Blonde hair. Not too intelligent. I think Mike has more 
intelligence in one toenail than (Brian) has in his whole body, but it was there 
at one time, and it was his dad that caused that situation too - stepdad, excuse 
me. I could not afford to contribute at the rate that I had been contributing. I 
went down there to help find Jacob Wetterling because I love that kid. 


And my wife figured it out for me, how much Jacob Wetterling has cost me, 
and at first I thought nah, she’s got to be crazy, but, uh, no, she’s not. I could 
pay cash for your house, Jo. That includes, uh, it means you’d have to count 
lost wages. 200 days a year working down there, out of 60, 160, 260 kids. I’ve 
done about everything there is to do except manage the place, and anything to 
do with the expenditures of money. I got laws initiated in North Dakota that 
I... 
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...gathered up, rewrote - rewrote. I got ahold of every Senator and 
Congressman, and we got it passed in our state unanimously. And I even 
asked our Governor to write Rudy Perpich a letter, asking him what the hell’s 
the hold up in Minnesota. I mean you got kids missing over there. He 
wouldn’t do that, but I did call him. I spent time in Bismarck, at the Attorney 
General’s Office, talking to the people in charge of, uh, going over the new 
laws that are coming on. They liked the idea so much they set up a Task 
Force, something Minnesota hasn’t done yet. We now have a prosecuting 
team in this state, because they liked the idea so much. The State sends out a 
group that... 


...includes a social worker, an investigator from the State Crime Bureau, and 
an Assistant District Attorney to help prosecute these people who are arrested 
for molesting kids. I’m responsible for all those things, and yet 1 would want 
to do that to some kid? Come on, Jo. The logic supporting your husband’s 
point of view could not hold a drop of water if you poured a gallon into it, 
okay. You complain about me spending... 


...what, a hundred and some dollars for a Christmas present? I told you that 
love is the most valuable thing that exists, and what is your son’s love worth? 
What is it worth to me, Jo? It’s worth taking all this shit for. It’s worth 
whatever 1 spent on him. You understood that at one time, Jo. How did you 
lose that? And isn’t it too bad that you did? No, I’m not at the Foundation 
anymore. I can’t afford to give at that rate. 


I have to live too. If you recall, I had to sell my pickup so 1 could continue to 
eat and pay my rent. I had to get a - go to work. So I ended up with a job that I 
really don’t care for. But I got to live just like everybody else, okay. No, 1 
wasn’t kicked out of the Foundation, Jo. And that’s just one of the little barbs 
that he keeps using to try and reinforce his position with you that I’m this 
piece of shit, and - I wonder if he doesn’t think that I came down to this place 
that’s full of FBI agents, knowing that I would be investigated, and spend that 
kind of money and that kind of time... 


...in a place that I’ve never been, where I would be under scrutiny, where 
every parent for how' many miles around is going to be hyper alert to any kind 
of activity, and run around and molest kids in your town? Jo, not even the 
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most moronic idiot I’ve ever seen would believe something like that, okay. 

Uh, you would not have to - you couldn’t even have an IQ and believe that, all 
right. So what is his real motive? Let’s look at some other ones, Jo. Some 
other reasons, some other motives. That I’m interfering with his, uh, parental 
discipline? 


I think 1 can disprove that, can’t I? I mean if Mike spends time with me and 
does things with me, and behaves around me, you would see him as being 
eager to do things with me, wouldn’t you? You’d see him as more desirous of 
doing things, um, that we do together. And what did we do together? We shot 
trap, uh, I took him for airplane rides, 1 took him go cart driving. All things 
that are non-self-defeating, and non-destructive to his character; in fact, they 
are esteem-building, aren’t they? So it really isn’t interfering with parental 
supervision... 


...is it? And it isn’t interfering with his - the negative side of - or making his 
character negative, is it? So it wouldn’t be interfering with parental rights, 
would it, Jo? You really want to know what 1 think it is? It is jealousy, Jo. 

And look at the symptoms with jealousy. Anger, vengeance, hostility, slander. 
Those are all things he did do, isn’t it? And if you wanted to put that motive as 
a - as a possible motive... 


...for his initiating the actions that he did, then you could put together this 
scenario, that Mike would speak of some of the things we did, or be happy 
because he had some of the things that I gave him, or be excited because of 
some of the things we did together, want to do those some more. You can find 
your own ways of proving it, Jo. That’s what I think it is. I think it’s just 
jealousy. And why he would come up with that as a reason. I mean that would 
be the - the ultimate door slamming, wouldn’t it? To present the situation of 
the other person, so totally... 


...condemning, as to not even consider the other sides of view. I mean think 
about that. To plant something in your mind, and Jo, in Mike’s. That’s why 
we’re not seeing each other, isn’t it? The first time he interfered I came and 
talked to you, and Mike displayed to you that nothing was going on. You 
knew from Mike’s action and from my action that the situation was still 
correct, didn’t you? You didn’t pay any attention to your husband. You made 
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your decision based on what your son was - input was, didn’t you? So, how 
does he get what he wants, Jo? Really hard to figure here. 


How does he get what he wants, Jo? What he does is he corrupts Mike’s mind 
Mike becomes afraid. You see that he is afraid, bang, end of story. I told you 
you were being controlled, Jo. And that scenario fits that, doesn’t it? And the 
fact is that I know that Mike did become afraid. 1 even pointed it out to you. 
Why is - why is Mike being afraid to me, remember? I told you you were 
being controlled, Jo. And what I noticed from my wife... 


...was that if you tell a woman that she is being controlled by a man, it creates 
a situation of anger, that they refuse to believe that their intelligence could be 
allowed to be manipulated by another. Does that mean that they think that 
they are more intelligent than men? Men are manipulated by other men. It is 
not a - a inter-sexual putdown, Jo. Fact is, Jo, that you are being controlled by 
your husband. He puts a situation in place... 


...and lets you make your own decision, and your decision will be what he 
chooses - the outcome - in other words, the outcome will be the one he 
chooses because he cuts off the other ones. It’s so pathetically simple. Anyone 
can do it if they really want to do it. And that is power and control, a desire to 
control other people. And, uh, this power and control thing, if that is your 
character, Jo, one of the manifestations of that - it all goes back... 


...to that lead, doesn’t it Jo? That’s a manifestation of power and control, isn’t 
it? So is not giving a shit about anybody, but still wanting them to do what 
you want. Sounds like I’m driving wedges between you and your ex here. All 
1 really want you to do is eliminate the control and become yourself. I saw 
what you were, Jo. I also saw what your husband was. 


1 hope you figure it out before any more damage comes to Mike. It is a fact, 
Jo, that your husband did reject him, as expulsion is rejection. There is no 
other interpretation for it. Mike did not misinterpret that. He was rejected by 
his father twice. He was told he was a piece of garbage when he went up 
before the judge and his dad told him to throw the book at him. How long has 
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this been going on in your family, you know, this domination? 


I’m saying, Jo, that you rejected Mike too, by expelling him, but I think your 
motive is different, and I’ll give you the reason why I think your - what your 
motive was, so that you can see the difference between what - yourself and 
your husband. My opinion, opinion only, opinion, okay, is I think that you 
saw the effect that it had on Mike, became disgusted to the point where you 
couldn’t handle it, and used a method that your husband used to dominate 
Mike. And that is why you sinned, Jo. You attempted to dominate... 


...by rejection, instead of helping him by loving him. You still have a chance 
with Mike, a good chance with Mike, because the last time I saw you, your 
character still said that your son is the most important thing in the world. And 
as long as you keep that - eventually you’ll figure it out. It is the point where 
you figure it out that makes a difference on how much damage comes to 
Mike, Jo. I’m saying that if you love that kid with all your heart, with 
everything that you can throw into it, and start telling him... 


...when you see the good things of him, and hug him once in awhile. You 
know, he is not gonna break if you hug him. But he’ll respond to those things, 
and you’ll get a chance to see that I’m correct. He’s really a neat kid, Jo. Ah, I 
guess 1 could ramble forever and it just doesn’t make any sense, so I’ll quit 
while I’m halfway ahead here. I love him, all right. 


It’s important to me that he does not ruin himself, or cause anymore damage 
to himself, that he turns out to be a decent person. And all I ever wanted from 
him was for him to care about me too, to share time together, to see that 
awesome smile that he’s got that you witnessed down in Mexico. Simplicity, 
Jo. Please take care of him, okay, and I -1 mean take care of the problem. 
Newsweek, December 7, 1992, page 13. 


And while - and while I have continually pointed at your husband as a 
problem, as a whatever, I have painted a negative picture from beginning to 
end; Mike loves him. That gives him value to me too. I don’t know if you 
understand that or not, because all I’ve said this whole tape is what a turd he 
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is. But when he accepts the damage that he’s caused his own kid, and corrects 

it, is what I’m trying to accomplish. And if that means 1 have to crawl up on 
top of the...

All right well my watch says that it's 7:15 on, urn, Monday evening the 11th - 
-1 mean the 13th of November. And, uh. let’s start by identifying who’s in the 
room. I’m Dr. John Rhetts. 

I’m Theresa Godfrey. 

And I'm Dee Levine, Pm the cameraman and the hypnosis coordinator for the 
Minneapolis office of the FBI. 

Okay, and, urn, my understanding is that you saw or somehow observed 
something that is of relevance to the FBI. And, uh. that you are - in general, 
you know r , we haven t talked anything about what hypnosis is or is not, in 
general you re willing to find out about hypnosis and see whether or not it 
might help you to recall, uh, more specifically or some details or something 
about what you saw in order to be helpful to the FBI and the investigation that 
it's conducting. Is that generally correct? 

That’s why I’m here. 


Okay, it’s important to get that on the table? 

Oh, okay. 

Some of what I say is to make a record of it and some is just we’re talking. 
Okay. 

Okay, so. urn, what in general we do when we do this kind of interview is it - 
it has about three main steps. The first step is I need to find out w hat it is you 
saw', uh, or heard or whatever it was, so that I know what questions to ask you 
later. 
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Mm-hm. 

So that will take us a few minutes while you just generally tell me what it is 
that - that you saw. Then what we will do is we will talk about what hypnosis 
is and what it's not and after I've done all tha.t if you’re comfortable 
thenwe'll try to hypnotize you and see if you're hypnotizable. 

Okay. 

Some people are very', very hypnotizable. Some people are practically not at 
all hypnotizable. Most people are somewhere in the middle and w'e’ll find out 
how hypnotizable you are. 


And then if you’re hypnotizable, then w'e’ll have you go back into hypnosis a 
second time and this time I'll under hypnosis ask you to recall those same 
events or observations or whatever it w as to see if that helps, uh, increase the 
information your remember or sharpen your memory or whatever it might do. 

Okay. 

So those will be the three - the three phases of what w'e’re gonna do. And 1 
w ant you to please feel free to ask me a question at any time if you start to feel 
either uncomfortable or you are just getting kind of getting weary and you 
w ant to take a break or go get a drink of water or -1 don’t know if you smoke. 
If you need to smoke a cigarette or any of those kinds of things, please feel 
free to interrupt me. 

Okay. 

You're here as a - as a volunteer and I don’t, by my rolling along, want to 
make you feel like you have to just sit there and w ait to see what unfolds next. 

Okay. 

You can tell me that, yeah, I’d like to take a break - let's do it and we can do 
it. 

Okay. 

Also if something I’m saying isn't clear, please feel free to ask me. 
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Even ii it seems like I'm rolling along on some kind of point, just interrupt me 
and say I didn't understand what you meant by that. 

Mm-hm. 

Because it’s real important to even though we're only here for a little while 
and we're trying to get something done and get on with whatever the rest of 
the investigation or our ordinary lives, I think it's real important that you not 
feel pressed into something that you're not quite sure what 1 meant. Okay? 

Mm-hm. 

Okay. 

Understand it. 

Good. 

Now, urn, I gather that you saw something sometime or other that is of interest 
to the FBI and an investigation that it's working on. And I am truthfully 
totally naive as to what that is. I work with the bureau and have for about the 
last 10 or a little bit more than 10 years now, helping them - I’m a 
psychologist and I am experienced in the use of hypnosis and in particular 
hypnosis used to help, uh, people... 


...recall information or - or in - in to help use hypnosis in investigations I 
guess is the - is the simplest way to put it. And so, uh, I don’t work on any 
investigations. The rest of my life is spent doing practice in my office but in 
situations like this 1 work with the FBI to see if hypnosis can help somebody 
recall something specifically than they otherwise would. And so I have no 
idea what you saw. 1 haven’t had anybody describe anything to me and so I 
need for you to please just kind of give me the background of where w ere you 
on whatever day and w'hat did you see and so forth and so on so I know what 
to ask you about. 

Okay, it was. uh, November 5th. 

Mm-hm. 

And the reason 1 remember it was November 5th was because I had to w'ork 
and it was also my husband’s and my anniversary. And I thought I only had to 
work from 8:00 to 8:00 but the family that I... 
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...take care of the child had been up in. it was either Brainerd or Bemidji 
whichever one is five to six hours away from Lino Lakes -1 get the two mixed 
up. 

So do 1. 

Well anyway they called me and said that if they minded me staying over an 
extra hour to an hour and a half cause they weren't going to be back and they 
were supposed to be back. And I said that that was fine, you know, although I 
wanted to be home with my husband. 

Okay. 

So anyway, urn. and they got home at 9:00. 

Mm-hm. 

Urn, Jane the mother ended up signing my - my card to show that 1 had been 
there. And I went out and before 1 gave a report as to what happened to her 
son while she was gone, 1 w'ent out and started my van and then 1 came in 
quickly and told her w hat had happened to Danny while she was gone. And 
then she signed... 


...my timecard and they had bought a puppy from up north and that’s why 
they were late. 

Oh. 

And I looked at the puppy, said a couple things to him so I figured that maybe 
took me about maybe 10 minutes to go through that. So I left their home 1 
figured at about 10 after 9:00. Anyway 1 was - do you want me to tell you the 
route that I was going? 

Yeah, so that I can in my mind follow along with... 

Okay, where - there home is located not too far from, um. oh, darn it. I’m 
tryin’ to think. It’s, um, some facility up there that takes, um, oh, God, they’re 
not criminals or offenders. I forgot. The Lino Lake Correctional Inst. 
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St’s a, uh, juvenile detention center. 

Yeah, they don’t live too far from that. In fact you can see - kind of see it from 
their back yard. They live on, uh. 364 Thomas. 


Is it Avenue or Street? Well, you’ll - you’ll find out if you need to. Anyway, I 
started home and 1 went over -1 took 49 home. As you hit 49 it fmallyruns 
into, um, 96. And that's the way I usually go home because it’s quieter than 
trying to get on the highway. I’m not a highway driver. And my speedometer 
hasn’t been working for a while. It goes off and on. So I kind of pace myself 
with, um. with the other cars. 

Mm-hm. 

I’ve gotten pretty good at it anyway. Um, I was driving and I’m tryin’ to think 
-1 went over 35E, yeah I think it’s 35E that y'ou go over and I w'as in the 
White Bear vici- you know vicinity. I don’t know how far - I was kind of 
rushing a little bit because I wanted to get home before my husband. You 
know, just have a little time with him before he went to bed because he had to 
go to w ork the next day. 


And the car in front of me w'as, um, I guess driving over cautiously. I don’t 
know how to put it.

Because usually it - a child moves some and he was way over by the door and 
he stands totally still. And it was just the guy keeping - he didn’t like 1 was 
doin’. Anyway I started - after I saw that thing come up I started looking 
down at the, um. license plate. Then 1 said it to myself quite a few times. I’m 
thinkin' maybe five times, six. Just kept saying it over and over again. We 
were coming to the intersection that was going to be hittin’ 61.61 veers either 
to the left north or to the south headin’ toward 694. And I thought he was 
gonna end up stoppin’ and goin’ to the north.

Urn, hypnosis is something that a lot of people have their 
own ideas about because every now and again it will show up in movies. 
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Usually kind of dramatic things like The Exorcist or something like that. Uh, 
then other times people think of. uh, hypnosis as what some, uh, magicians or 
other stage performers do. But hypnosis in fact has been around for as long as 
there is recorded human history. Urn, there have been very clear descriptions 
of people going into a state of hy pnosis in the bible, in the Koran, uh, in the 
writings in the inside of the tombs in - of - of the pyramids and in Egypt and 
all the old, old writings left around by human beings shows us that hypnosis is 
something that human beings have known about forever and ever. The only... 


..difficult part about hypnosis is even today as scientists we have no really 
very good explanation of exactly how hypnosis takes place in the human 
mind. So what Tm going to describe to you is kind of ordinary language, 
everyday English description of w hat the hypnosis seems to be. And basically 
what it seems to be is - is that some people can kind of focus and concentrate 
their attention. Sort of like when you w ere a kid did you ever take a 
magnify ing glass and go outdoors on a sunny day and either burn a leaf or a 
piece of paper or the back of your hand? And you know where you put the 
magnifying glass and make it quite hot under it. Have you ever done that? 


No. 

Have you ever seen anybody do it? 

Yes. 

Okay, so you know' what Tm talking about. How you can concentrate in that 
case - by using that magnify ing glass you can concentrate the sun’s light and 
make it just a real pinpoint that happens to also be quite hot. 

Mm-hm. 

Okay, well it’s like some people seem to be able to do that with their mind. 
Obviously they are not using magnifying glasses, but it’s just (unintelligible) a 
way... 


...of talking that some people are able to focus and concentrate their attention 
on something that it’s like everything else disappears. They can just 
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concentrate on something and they're unaware of things going around them 
like the telephone or someone walking into the room and they might be 
reading a book and they just don’t pay attention to people going by and thing 
like that. And other people can’t - can’t stop lookin' around. And so hypnosis 
is a - is a frame of mind that some people can go into in which they 
concentrate and tocus their attention on something. And some people can do 
that to a very, very high degree and some people can’t do it at all. And most 
people can do it at least a little bit. And indeed some people do it at times sort 
of all by themselves without anybody telling them to or anything like that. Let 
me give you a couple examples of that. For example, have you ever had the 
experience of driving home on some familiar route and... 


...arriving at home and not being aware of getting there? 

I’ve done that before. 

Okay. 

I just figured you’re so used to the... 

Yeah, what would you say you were doing while you were driving home? Day 
dreaming? 

Yeah. 

Yeah. Okay, that might be - now I wasn’t with you and we didn’t test you 
back then or anything, but that’s the kind of situation in which some people 
are in a state of - of self-hypnosis. Where they’re so focused and concentrated 
on some idea. They're thinking about what they’re gonna do on their 
anniversary when they get home or wondering how they are gonna pay the 
bills or what are the kids doing or they’re absorbed in something else and they 
are driving along and 1 don’t recommend it as a way to drive in traffic but lots 
of us do it. And that’s a - that’s an ordinary everyday example w'here a person 
doing that might well be in a state of hypnosis. Because, uh, you don’t have - 
a - a person can do hypnosis themselves. You don’t have to have somebody 
else around. That’s one of the points that 1 want to make is that I have no 
power. There is no special anything that I’ve got. 


I’ve taken some courses and I’ve spent a lot of time working with people, but 
you can go to the public library and get a book on hypnosis and read all about 
it. And if you wanted to do it you could probably either hypnotize yourself or 
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someone else if they were willing to. It’s not anything that’s so terribly 
complicated. The only reason I would caution you being careful about that is - 
is that sometimes a person can go into hypnosis and then the person who did it 
starts to get scared. And then they don’t know what to do and the person who 
is in hypnosis feels like they’ve kind of been left hanging and it can be kind of 
a bad deal. So 1 don’t -1 don’t recommend going to the public library and 
doing it. Although college students do it every year at fraternity rushes and 
other places. They hypnotize somebody and make them squawk like a chicken 
or do something silly. And people do - are willing under hypnosis sometimes 
to do what seems like strange things to us. And the second major point I w ant 
to tell you and the first one is I don’t have any power and... 


...and if you do feel comfortable going ahead with hypnosis here this evening 
with me, there is nothing I’m gonna do to you that 1 intend to be in any way 
bazaar, strange, weird or goofy. Uh, all I’m gonna do is ask you to focus and 
concentrate your attention on something and then we’ll shift into that scene 
on, uh 96 and 61. 

Okay. 

That’s really all it is. 

Okay. 

But the second point is - is that I could not. There’s been some real good 
research done on this, and the research seems to show pretty darn definitely 
that not only do I not have any power, but 1 can’t get you to do something you 
don’t want. A person while in hypnosis can still say, you know, if someone 
said pick up that glass and throw it at that man over there. And you’re not the 
kind of person that throws things at other people. Especially nice FBI agents 
and so you wouldn’t do that just because I asked you to. 

Mm-hm. 

You know, if 1 asked you to do something that you thought was sort of curious 
and kind of whimsical, but it didn’t bother you to do it... 


...then you might do it. You might have done it if - if we were just sitting here, 
and I asked you without hypnosis but you wouldn't do something - you might 
do something in other words if you were kind of curious or it seemed kind of 
silly. Maybe even be a little bit more comfortable doing hypnosis. No. But 
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you wouldn't do something that you didn't want to do. Another thing that 
some people are kind of concerned about is, if 1 go into hypnosis, am I going 
to bored out all of my deep, dark secrets? No. All we're gonna talk about this 
evening is what took place between 10 minutes past 9:00 and the time you 
turned on to whatever road it was off of 61 on the evening of November 5th. 

Okay. 

And we're not gonna get into anything else and your private life is your 
private life and there's nothing about this. 

It’s actually pretty boring. 

That may be. Whether it’s boring or exciting is yours and we’re not probing it. 
But some people are kind of worried that, uh. somehow going into hypnosis 
will, you know, just turn their mind to mush, you know, just talkin’ babble 
and rambling on and that is not the case at all. 

Okay. 


So hypnosis is, uh, going into a state of mind that you might find if you can do 
it is already familiar to you from some other situation. I’ll give you another 
example about how hypnosis kind of happens in everyday life. People that are 
salesman over their truck drivers often you know' will be driving along hour 
after hour in a snowstorm? 


Mm-hm. 


At night with the headlights on? 

Mm-hm. 

And you know there’s that place out there that look like a tiny spot where all 
those snowflakes are coming out from. Sort of like looking into a funnel and it 
comes from this little teeny place and fans out? Well if you keep watching that 
imaginary spot guess what? You probably get so involved in it you lose track 
of paying attention to the road your life w'ould be in a ditch. So that’s another 
example - everyday life of someone getting so absorbed and so concentrated 
on something that they lose awareness of what’s going on around them. Uh, 
another example is some people will get so involved in a movie, or, uh, 
reading a book or watching something on television... 
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...that they feel like they lived it and they weren't aware of what was going on 
around them. So that's another example of sometimes people (unintelligible). 

1 sometimes will go to a movie and I will feel like I lived that movie. Not all 
of it but sometimes. And that's because I'll go into a state of hypnosis while 
watching it. I get super absorbed in it. (Unintelligible). 

(Unintelligible). 

So hy pnosis is a state of mind in which somebody concentrates and focuses 
their attention which they do not lose control and no one else gains control. 
It's got to be a cooperative thing where if you are uncomfortable with me, if 
you don't like psychologists that wear red sweaters or something I've said or 
not said that puts you off, then you’re gonna be a little bit more leery of doing 
this than you would otherw ise be and that’s understandable. And that's why 
I’m trying to take the time to explain it to you so you get a feeling for me and 
how I explain things and hopefully that will make you feel at ease. 


Urn. and hypnosis is not a situation in which you would either blurt things out 
or, um, do things that were against your will. Now hy pnosis is a situation in 
w hich a person may experience a couple of things. One most people when 
they are in hypnosis feel at least a little bit of relaxation, and if we put a blood 
pressure cuff on you, you know, like a nursing does w'hen you go for a 
physical exam, we’d probably see a little bit of drop in your blood pressure. 


Mm-hm. 


A little bit. Your heart rate would probably drop just a little bit. And, um, the 
conductance of your skin, the electrical conductance of your skin would 
probably drop just a little bit. All of those and your muscle tension would 
probably tend to drop just a little bit. And indeed sometimes people use 
hypnosis to help with tension headaches or mild muscle aches and things like 
that is sometimes helpful. That because hypnosis... 


...seems to have at least a moderate to slight relaxation effect. Um, I guess that 
probably covers the waterfront. Oh, I’m sorry. There was one other thing and 1 
lost track of it for a second. In hypnosis if anything a person has a little bit 
more of a tendency to give whatever answer comes into their mind. Uh, so for 
example if you had - instead of seeing w-hat you saw, uh, suppose you’d been 
in a bank cashing a check and someone had come in to rob it and some, uh, 
investigator asked you under hypnosis, “Did the robber have a revolver or an 
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automatic in - pistol in his hand?"’ You'd probably be likely to answer one or 
the other even if you didn't see the robber's hand and you didn't know if he 
had a gun at all. You'd be a little bit more likely - or you’d be a little bit less 
likely not in hypnosis... 


...to just go along with the question. So that’s one of the reasons that it’s real 
important for us to be taping this from beginning to end to show that the 
questions that I’ve asked and everything stays entirely within what you told 
me. and I'm not suggesting or bringing something in from the outside. 

Okay. 

That’s part of the reason for taping it. 

Okay. 

Now does that leave you with any questions? What we - what we do from 
here if we do the usual kind of routine is I’ve got here as 1 mentioned to you 
just before we turn the tape on - I’ve got here a release form which I’ll read 
out loud in a second so that it's on the camera - the tape and I'll let you look at 
it and make sure that it says what I said it says. And. urn, what this basically 
says is that you consent to try hypnosis. That’s basically all it says and that 
you consent to having the tape recording made. Urn, and then we try hypnosis 
and see if you are hypnotizable... 


And I'll take you through, uh, 5 at the most 10 minute oral procedure which is 
one of about 10 zillion ways I know to try this. The most straightforward and 
least hocus pocus. I don’t have a watch or not gonna put on a peeked hat, y ou 
know, or a - or a robe or anything. And, urn, see how hypnotizable you are. So 
that’d be the next step. So I’ll let you read this and you can look at it or look at 
it while I'm reading it if you want. It says hypnosis consent form. 1 hereby 
agree voluntarily and freely to undergo hy pnosis and be interviewed under 
hypnosis to assist, and you can fill in your investigation - to assist the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation with an investigation it is conducting. 


1 understand that a videotape will be made of the entire interview and that this 
videotape may be used for any lawful purpose connected with the 
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investigation or any subsequent action based on the investigation. And indeed 
the FBI is the one that keeps the tape. Dr. John Rhetts - that’s me. A licensed 
consulting psychologist. That’s the fancy title the state of Minnesota gives me 
Has explained the procedures to be used during the eourse of this hypnosis 
session and any questions which I have concerning this procedure have been 
answered to my satisfaction. The purpose of this interview under hypnosis is 
to assist my - my memory in recalling the following. Uh, the license plate 
number of a car I saw, uh, after 9:10 pm on November... 


Actually, you know, the time was - that’s when I left, um. 9:10. 

Was when you left the house? 

Was I - when 1 left the house. Actually I figure around the time that I saw' the 
car was - it takes about 25 minutes to get home and I was in that area. So 1 
think it was between - I’m discussing here. Maybe 25 after to about 20 to. 
Because 1 think I got home at quarter to 10:00. 

Okay, in other w ords you saw it after 9:10 to 9:25? 

Yeah, well and that nine... 

9:25 on... 

Yeah. 

Okay, after 9:25 pm on November 5th. 

Okay. 

Are you comfortable w ith that? 

Yes, 1 am. 

Okay, then, uh, let me put in the date which is November 15, 1989. And... 


...you sign right there where it says interviewee. 

Okay. 

The audio is coming across very well. Much better than... 
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And then Dee can sign this. As a w itness down there. Last one. 

I'll be on tape myself here. 

Yep. Okay, now' 1 get to sign. Now I forgot to put in the, uh, place which is 
Wayzata, Minnesota. Police Station in Wayzata. 

We’re in Wayzata Police Department. That’s correct. 


Do we get Theresa’s, uh, full name and address? 

Oh. 

Maybe get that now too if we didn't get that earlier. 

Well my name is Theresa Marie Godfrey and 1 live in White Bear Lake at 
2471 Orchard Lane. 

Okay. Thank you. 

All right. Um, well the next thing is should w ( e find out if you’re hypnotizable 
since that’s one of the major things (unintelligible)? 

Yeah, right. 

Okay, let’s do exactly that. Now what I’m gonna do with you for the next few 
minutes is do you prefer to be called Terry or Theresa or what? 

Call me Terry. 

Call me Terry. I’m John. 

Okay. 

Um, is I’m going to. um, talk - talk you through, um, going into hypnosis and 
we’ll just find out how well that works for you. Um, there are a w'hole bunch 
of different way to try this so if this first way doesn’t work... 


...or somehow bothers you or puts you off for any reason, we can try a 
different way. 
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Okay. 

And, um, ] want to tell you that, um, please don’t feel like you have to do 
anything special just because you've come in. If nothing - if - if it doesn't 
happen to, um, make it possible for you to remember any more of that license 
plate than you do now so be it. Because I'm sure that you understand that if a 
person tries too hard then there is some tendency for them to make up 
something. 

Mm-hm. 

And that could be a totally false trail for the FBI to follow. 

Okay. 

On the other hand if you think you're getting something but you're not sure, 
just label it I'm not sure. I sort of picture this or I can half see this. That's 
okay. So just - just say it exactly as you recall it. 

Okay. 


That’s when we get to (unintelligible) doing hypnosis again. So what I'd like 
to do is take about 5 or 10 minutes here. Or I’ll ask you would you like to take 
a break at this point or do you want to go ahead? 

Just go ahead. 

Okay, that's fine. I just want to make sure... 

My husband's heading out of town tomorrow. 

Oh, okay. 

Like to see him before he heads out. 

Yes. So what I’m gonna do is I’m gonna walk you through and ask you to 
concentrate and focus your attention on some ideas. 

Okay. 

And, um, we'll just see how it goes. Um. do you wear contact lenses? 
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No. 

Okay, uh, and uhat I’d like to ask you to do is can you put your arms 
comfortably on the chair? Let me just put this wire under your arm. Fm just 
gonna get it. There we go. And - and you sit in that position would you one 
look up towards your eyebrows and all the way up to the top of your head and 
as you hold your eyes up slowly close jour eye lid. 

Let your eyes close. I'll stop for a second. Let me say it looks like you’re 
trying real, real hard. Are ya? You feeling a little tense? 

Oh, yeah. 

Are ya? 

Yeah, I'm tryin' hard. 

Okay, let me advise you to relax and don’t try quite so hard. 

Okay. 

What Fm asking you to do -1 -1 would like you to do it. Just as - as naturally 
rather than with a lot of strain and effort. 

I thought you wanted them for me to force them lo come out. 

No, no. 

Okay. 

We can clarify and go over any of this along the way. 

Okay. 

1 don’t want any of this to feel like a big strain. 

Okay. 

And so if - what Fm saying doesn’t feel very natural then you can tell me. Or 
if it does but you need to do it your way do it your way and don’t worry about 
how exactly the way you think I might be asking. 
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Go stay within yourself and comfortable. 
Okay. 


Good. Go, go - stay - stay within yourself and comfortable. 

Okay. 

Good. Now start over again one look up toward your eyebrows and all the 
way up to the top of your head, two holding your eyes up just close your eye 
lids. Three take a deep breath. Let it out and let your eyes relax. And I'd like 
you to concentrate on an idea and a sensation of floating. I’d like you to 
imagine that you can begin to feel a light, floating sensation in your body as if 
you could float right up off the chair or right down through the chair. Td just 
like you to concentrate on the idea of floating, of lightness and as you 
concentrate on this feeling of floating I’m gonna concentrate on your left hand 
and arm. 


In a minute I’m going to stroke the middle finger of your left hand. And after I 
do you w ill begin to feel little tiny restless and these little restless movements 
will spread to the other fingers of your hand, making your left hand feel light 
and buoyant and you can let it float upwards. Ready? First one finger and then 
another. And as these little restless movements develop your left hand begins 
to feel light and floating and you can just let it float upward bending at the 
elbow so it just floats into an upright position. And this is an exercise in your 
imagination. And Fd like you to imagine that your left hand is feeling lighter 
and lighter as if it had float... 


...and you can just let if float right up off the arm and the chair and slowdy, 
easily come into an upright position. And you're gonna help it get started. 
Light, floating. 

(Unintelligible). 

And I’m gonna stop for a second and ask you a question. Does the idea of 
your arm and hand floating uncomfortable to you? 


(Unintelligible) he sat down... 
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It just feels good there. 

It feels good there? 

Mm-hm. 

Would you like it to just stay there? 

Okay, I’m gonna switch the idea while asking you to think about it. And 1 
want you to focus on the... 


...idea of being relaxed as if your whole body is just relaxing and as you do 
you begin to feel as though you just wouldn’t want right now to bother to try 
to move for anything. You know how sometimes w hen you just settle into a 
comfortable chair or couch you just don’t feel like moving? Well that’s how 
your body can begin to feel. As though it is so pleasantly heavy and it's 
almost beginning to feel wooden or made out of lead. And of course you 
could move if you really, really w anted too but for the next few minutes you 
just don’t feel like - and arms are... 


...feeling heavy and again and it’s just so relaxing. As if you just couldn’t even 
move ’em almost as if - even if you wanted to. Peaceful, quiet, sensational. 
And indeed in a few minutes after I give you the signal for your eyes to open 
you’ll find that your left hand is still so heavy that you can’t even move and 
you may find something pleasant and amusing and funny and curious about 
this sensation. Later when I touch... 


...your left elbow your usual sensation and control will return. Now r in a 
moment I’m going to jump backwards and when 1 reach the count of 2 you 
can let your eyes look upward with your eye lids closed and when I reach the 
count of 1 you can let your eyes open. Ready, 3, 2, 1. Roll your eyes up. One 
let them open. As you sit in this position tell me what physical sensation you 
are aware of. Do you feel comfortable? 

Mm-hm. 

Do you feel any unusual sensation of any kind? 
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For example, would you raise your right hand for a second? Good. Now put 
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1 think you told me it would too. 
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Right. You are absolutely correct. 1 did. Does it bother you when you came 
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Okay, now I'd like you to make a fist w ith your left hand. Can you just make 
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a fist with your left hand? That's right. Squeeze it now relax it. Now can you 
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And you can see that that hypnotic effect that was in your left hand? Has 
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Do you have any idea what made that hypnosis go away? 
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Yeah you said you were gonna do something to the back of my elbow. 
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And did 1 do that? 
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Yeah, you did. 
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You’re right I did. That’s exactly right. That’s what I said and that’s what 1 
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did. And you’re absolutely correct. 
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Okay, thank you. I’m tired. 
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That might be the answer. Are you feeling kind of relaxed? 
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Are you, uh, does that surprise you how- relaxed you feel?

Yeah, okay. 

I know you told me to open my eyes. 

Well, urn, I can see that we’re gonna have to tell you not to go into hypnosis 
on your way home or you might go to sleep on your way home in the ear. 

Now' can you make the effort to let your eyes open? And sit up? Maybe if you 
just move around a little bit. Maybe at the end of this we can give you another 
little break - be more relaxed. 

Sure. I should have that before I go to bed. 

Well you can do that before you go to bed. If we have a minute before you 
leave see me and I’ll give you a couple tips. 

I’ll have to take you home with me to do that. 

Nope. That’s the interesting thing is it’s all here. 

That’s neat. 

1 don’t have any special power. 

You know the thing is is I -1 wanted to almost prove but you know w'hat it 
just felt so good who cares? Is that what this is about? 

You have show n that you clearly are a hypnotizable person because when was 
the last time your arm felt so heavily glued to the arm of the chair that just 
didn’t want to go up. Have you ever felt that before? 

I just didn't want to move it. 

That’s right. You felt... 

I didn't want to move it. It felt good. 

And yet you moved it that way. 

This is silly. 
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As a matter of fact that is what hypnosis is all about because all 1 did is ask 
you to concentrate on an idea right - an idea that at first we thought it was 
going to be floating, but the floating wasn't working either. 

Do you know what? I heard everything you were saying. 

Oh, yeah. That's what I’m getting. 

Oh. 

There is no reason in the world why a person w ho is either going into or is in 
hypnosis or is coming back out shouldn't hear everything that is said. Some 
people have what you’d call amnesia and they don't remember. But I w'ould 
have to say most people remember either everything or at least the jist of 
every thing that was said. So what I could have said to you earlier when 1 was 
talking about hypnosis in general is 1 could have said hypnosis is not at all like 
sleep. Some people think hypnosis is like sleep where you’re - your sort of go 
unconscious. Not necessarily at all. 

Wow. 


So I asked you to concentrate on an idea and by golly it worked. Your hand 
felt really, really heavy. 

Oh, great. 

And the only reason that that happened w'as because I asked you to 
concentrate on an idea. And I told you then later on when I touched your 
elbow your usual sensation and control returned. Right? And when I touched 
your elbow boom. 

Yeah. 

So that’s hypnosis. Where the idea that somebody presents you if you can get 
absorbed in it it seems like it's real. And we didn’t really glue that your hand 
to that chair did we? 

No you didn't. I mean I would have - no I would have really had to force it. It 
felt so good there that it would have been a little work to get it up. 

So what I’m learning here in the last 5 minutes is that although the idea of 
floating wasn’t a very effective idea, the idea... 
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...of relaxing and heaviness is a real effective feeling for you. You can really 
get in to that. So. 

It felt like 1 was going to tip over in my chair. But thank you. 

Okay, I'd like to take about a two or three minute break. 1 want a drink of 
water and get out and then we’ll come back and - oh, you turned it off. We'll 
come back and use hypnosis now to go back to the night of November. 

Okay. 

Okay? 

Okay. Let me go back to... 

Oh, the time is, uh, 8:12. Okay, it’s 8:16. uh, still on the evening of Monday 
the 13th of November. We’re in W'ayzata Police Station. l‘m sure you can tell 
from the background, and, uh, Theresa Godfrey, John Rhetts and Dee Levine 
are all here in the room again just like we were before. 

I'm still here. 

Good. Now having had a been drink of... 


...water. Let’s ask, uh, make use of the same kind of experience you just had 
when we had the hypnosis. I’ll, uh, use the same kind of thing and after it 
seems like you got more relaxed what I’m gonna do is I’m gonna ask you to 
imagine that time - yes, that would be easier. There w r e go. I’ll just put this out 
of your way. Here we are. Urn, after it seems like you’re - you’re relaxed and 
so forth. Heavy. Um, I’ll ask you to imagine that time is going backwards and 
backwards to the night of November 5th. And you’re driving from, uh, your 
job on the way home and, um, we’ll focus on what you saw.

And, uh. as I said before please don't feel like you have to remember anything 
new. Don’t try to force anything. If you - if you see something but you’re not 
real positive about it just say I’m not sure but I think what I can picture is or 
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whatever way it comes to you.

Okay? Now just before we go on having tried hypnosis are there any 
questions or anything like that that you’d like to ask? Because if there are I’d 
be glad to try to answer them. 

No, 1 trust you guys. 

You feel comfortable with what we’ve done so far? 

Yep. 

Good. Okay, well that’s certainly one of the things we’re trying to do is to 
make it a - a comfortable experience. All right, well let’s go through the same 
kind of thing we’ve been in before. We’ll go into hypnosis and then I'll direct 
your attention backwards to back to November 5th.

So one look up towards your eyebrows and all the way up to the top of your 
head. Two holding your eyes up close your eyelids. 


Three take a deep breath, exhale and imagine that you and let your eyes relax. 

1 want you to imagine that just as a few minutes ago you can feel yourself 
relaxing. As if as you sit in that chair your body is just relaxing. The tension is 
going to count and your arms and your hands and your shoulders are relaxing. 
Your knees and your feet are relaxing. Your whole body is relaxing. And as 
you relax your body just feels heavier and heavier and of course if you really 
wanted to you could move it. You could move your hands or your arms or 
your feet, but for the next few minutes you can just be quiet and peaceful... 


...and relaxed. And as you concentrate on my voice and what I’m saying 1 
want you to imagine that you can see in front of you a clock and this clock has 
the very unusual property of not only do the hands go forward to show that 
time is going forward, but the hands on this clock can go backwards to mark 
time going backwards. And as you look at this clock Terry the hands on the 
clock start to turn backwards. And time is going backwards and events are

growing into hours and the hours into days and it’s no longer the 13th of 
November. It's now the 12th. And the 12th becomes the 11th. And the time is 
going backwards to the 10th...
